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Roads sink out of sight 


Going going — ? 


Romulus Mayor James C. Stewart announced last week 
that, due to the severity of this winter and the 
accompanying road problems, DPW crews will be placed 
on 12-hour shifts, if necessary, to keep Romulus roads and 
streets open this spring. 

The mayor, in making his announcement, commended 
the DPW crews for their “diligent work during this 
extremely harsh winter.** 

The pothole problem stems from the record-setting cold 
that marked the “Winter of *77” as the worst in 100 years. 
The result is an exceptionally deep frost line this year, 
extending down to five feet in some areas. 

This means there’s a lot more water under ground to 
disturb a street’s internal structure when warmer 
temperatures reach that level. 

“If March is mild, and the frost comes out fast, we’ll 
have an extremely rough time,” DPW Director Dave Paul 
said. “Area roads will become a sea of mud.” 

“The DPW crews are unable to grade the roads at this 
time,” Paul continued, “due to the fact that the more soil 
disturbed, the more mud that is produced later.” 

All the crews can do now is fill all potholes on unpaved 
roads by dumping steel mill slag material into them, 
which acts as a bonding agent, Paul explained. Later, the 
crews return with a smaller grade gravel to give a more 
permanent base to the repair. 

Further measures to be taken, according to Paul, will 
be the dumping of entire tandem truck loads, containing 
50-60 tons of slag, on long roads in the city. Regular city 
trucks hold only eight tons. 

This procedure will save an intermediate dumping step 


at the DPW yard, thus reducing work time and expense, 
Paul said. 

However, he warned that the paved surfaces within the 
city are also likely to develop holes, which can be mended 
now, by placing a temporary “cold patch” in the 
chuckholes, until a permanent resurfacing can be done 
later in the spring. 

A pothole is formed when moisture gets under the 
pavement and a sharp freeze makes the volume of the 
water expand, causing a spot in the road to buckle. 

When the ice thaws, the volume shrinks and opens up air 
spave. Cars passing over the pavement break the surface 
down, and the result is a hole, varying in size depending on 
the extent of travel on the road. 

The DPW Director also mentioned that the “100 Year 
Winter” has also caused water lines of individual homes 
to freeze for the first time since many were installed as 
early as 1952. 

He said it is customary for one home water line to freeze 
per year. This winter, there have been at least 50 lines 
reported frozen. 

In addition, the DPW Department has recorded 
approximately 55 water main breaks, between Nov. 1, 
1976 and the present time. 

What’s the chuckhole outlook for Romulus? The 
weather bureau’s long-range prediction group in 
Washington said Michigan can expect below-normal 
temperatures through mid March, Paul pointed out. 

“After that, it’s anybody’s guess. But, if Mother Nature 
continues as she has so far this year, we’re likely to be in 
for some rough roads ahead,” he said. 


Council flits, while city slips

City Clerk Leonard Kolmar’s 
urgent plea to Romulus City Council 
to raise water rates to $5.50 to “save 
the credibility of Romulus'* failed to 
gain the necessary five votes to 
accomplish his task. 

After Folmar’s impassioned 
request, Councilman William 
Oakley, supported by Fred Block, 
moved that the rates be increased to 
$5.50 per 1,000 cubic inch. Robert 
Martin and Gerry Cane jo voted yes, 
but nays by Jimmie Raspberry, 
Beverly McAnally and Joan Lee 
killed the motion. 

And so Romulus is right back 
where it started, except that the 
Council earlier voted 4-3 to request

In the 30 years between 1935 and 
1965, 3856 people in the United States 
were executed for a variety of 
crimes. Of that figure, 3,332 were 
convicted of murder, 455 for rape, 24 
for armed robbery, 20 for 
kidnapping. 11 for burglary, eight 
for espionage and slx for aggravated 
assault. 

On the average, 127 people were 
executed each year, during that 
time period in the United States, for

That may not sound like a very

“Subsequently, we are no longer 
in a position to concern ourselves 
with a single department, but w- 
must take action to protect the 
credibility of the city as a whole. We 
can no longer debate the question of 
lack of funds. It is now imperative 
that whatever funding resources 
availalbe to the city be utilized to 
defray the obligations we have 
incurred, specifically by the water 
and sewer department.” 

Folmar told the council, “It is no 
longer a question of whether the 
mayor and the Finance Department 
are adequately reporting the perils 
of the water and sewer department. 
Rather, it is a question of credibility 
of an incorporated entity, the City of 
Romulus, and of the responsibility of 
its leaders, the elected officials of 
the City of Romulus. 

“It is no longer a question of 
whether services will be terminated 
by the city by the various vendors 
we do business with, for they have 
already begun to withdraw 
services.” 

Folmar pleaded with the City 
Council to cooperate in a 5-point plan 
he proposed. 

“As an official of the city it is my 
duty, in fact, my obligation to take 
steps to assure thabthe credibility of 
the 30,000 citizens residing within 
our corporate boundaries are 
represented; and, it is my full intent 
to do this. 

“I implore you to cooperate with 
me in this endeavor, because as 
elected officials, you have dn equal 
obligation.” 

Folmar listed his five points. 

He called for a 15 percent 
reduction is water and sewer 
department expenditures, the 
general fund be amended to provide 
additional loans to the water and 
sewer department; schedule 
outstanding debts for payment 
according to ability of the amended 
waterand sewer fund to absorb; set 
aside adequate appropriations in 
1977-78 general fund budget as an 
additional loan to water dept and an 
immediate water rate of increase to 
$5.50. 

Oakley asked Folmar if he had

Raspberry then said, “It may not 
resolve our problem as far as what is 
spoken for tonight, but it would 
clarify as to where $2*£ million in 
reserve in the water and sewer 
fund. Today, we are talking of a 
deficit and certainly I’ve retraced' 
all the way back and I saw what I 
feel questionable expenditures. 

“The only way is to put all the 
money in the pot, but if that money is 
going out in the improper way, then 
you're never going to balance 
nothing.” 

Raspberry continued, “If 
someone has skeletons in the closet, 
that’s one thing. But if the state 
comes in, they don’t care who the 
shoe fits. They’re going to read those 
books based on the legal guidelines 
of their department and where the 


the remaining nine, or slightly less 
than 30 percent of those we talked to 

Of those favoring capital 
punishment, the most common 
denominator was its potential as a 
crime deterrent, while those taking 
a stand against it, on the whole, felt 
the state does not have the right to 
take a person’s life. 

Two of the prime reasons cited for 
its return were the Biblical saying of 
“An Eye for an Eye’’ and the 
apparent failure of the judicial 
system to adequately handle a 


shoe fits and whoever it hurts, that’s 
where they’re going to lay the 
blame.” 

Mayor James Stewart then said, 
“I have to agree with Mr. 
Raspberry. Tliere was about $2 
million in the water and sewer fund 
in 1973 and it’s still there. 

‘That’s the bond payment. I’d like 
to also point out that we must have 
two year’s payments available. We 
have to have one year’s payment in 
reserve as well as the one-year 
payment we’re making.” 

Raspberry added : “All I hear is go 
out and hit that taxpayer’s pocket — 
go out there and get more money 
and make him pay for our 
inefficiency. 

“It’s about time the people of 
Romulus stand up. I heard the Clerk 
make a political speech and I don’t 
intend to make a political speech but 
let the state come in, see the books 
and tell us what’s wrong.” 

Mayor Stewart and all seven City 
Council members agree a water rate 
study is needed, but four are willing 
tor raise the rates while the study is 
completed and the other three are 
not.

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Committee hears concern about prison site 


A meeting of the Public Works 
Committee of the Wayne County 
Board of Commissioners has heard 
the concerns of commissioner about 
the establishment of a minimum 
security prison on the grounds of the 
Wayne County Child Development 
Center in Northville. 

The committee is considering 
possible alternative uses for the 
vacant center. 

“Not only are the communities of 
Northville Township and Plymouth 
Township bearing the burden of 
having one-third of their land area 
and potential tax base consumed in 
public lands (DeHoCo, Northville 
State Hospital, Hawthorne Center 
for Human Development, Plymouth 
State Home, and more recently the 
overflow facility for the Wayne 
County Jail), they also must provide 
adequate police and fire protection 
and public utility services to those 
facilities,” said commissioner Mary 
Dumas. 

“The action of the Supreme Court 
last week now would permit the 
county to withdraw the Road Patrol 
backup of the Sheriff's Department 
at the same time that a new and 
potentially dangerous minimum or 
medium security facility is being 
considered for the Child 
Development Center,” she added. 
“Northville Township and Plymouth 
Township already are plagued with 
daily walk aways from the 
Northville Hospital for the mentally 
ill. Last year, 350 escapes and walk 
aways were recorded from DeHoCo 
which is a minimum security 
corrections center run bv the Citv of 


Detroit supposedly for minor 
offenders. 

“Now the state is proposing to add 
to the problems of those 
communities by placing adjudicated 
felons from Recorder’s Court in the 
midst of a growing community. 

“Not only would this action of the 
state jeopardize the lives and safety 
of the people, it would undoubtedly 
lower home property values and 
decrease the chance for future 
commercial and industrial 
development which could help to 
support the area tax base. 

“Let me remind the committee 


that any development which reduces 
the tax base of a Wayne County 
community also decreases the 
assessed valuation of that 
community, and subsequently the 
amount of taxes on homes and 
businesses which that community 
contributes to Wayne County in 
taxes. That amount may well exceed 
the $300,000 a year in ground and 
building maintenance which the 
county hopes to save.” 

“Presently, the National Energy 
Commission is considering the 
county property on the west side of 
Sheldon Road a possible site for a

The Romulus Senior High School

Witha Juie 30 funding cut-off date 
approaching, the Public Safety and 
Judiciary Committee of the Wayne 
County Board of Commissioners has 
agreed to help make townships a 
smooth transition to other 
arrangements to replace the free 
protection now provided by the 
Wayne County Sheriffs Road Patrol 
Division. 


After receiving reports requested 
from the county fiscal Advisor, 
Corporation Counsel and Sheriffs 
offices, and Labor Relations Board, 
the committee will send letters to 
townships offering to help them in 
any way possible. 

Commissioner Richard E. 
Manning of Redford, a member of 
the committee, said it is important 


to contact the townships as soon as 
possible in order to have sufficient 
lead time for necessary changes. 

He said: “Both the townships and 
Sheriff need as much as they can get 
to negotiate for other means of 
protection and for job transfer. 

“We have an obligation to give as 
much time and help as we can, so the 
people involved can gear-up and 


Voc ed program has 
own lens-eye view' 


Romulus High School has 957 
students active in its vocational 
education program and many of 
them are in the photography class, 
the only one of its kind in Wayne 
County. 

The goal of the program is to 
introduce photography as a career 
to the students and build a 
foundation and concept of 
photography as it is used in 
portraiture, commercial studios and 
industry. 

According to Bob Brock, director 
of the class, the students start by 
learning the use of many different 
cameras, exposure procedures and 
lighting techniques. 

“Moving out of the studio into the 
darkroom, the student learns proper 
procedures for processing black and 
white film and making prints from 
this film,” he said. “As the student 
gains experience he learns the 
techniques of color photography. 
Members of the class shoot slides 
and process them and they learn the 
art of taking color negatives and 
making their own color prints." 

The class also ventures into the 
world of motion picture photography 
as well as still photography. Brock 
said students in this class fall into 
three categories as far as personal 
goals for the group are concerned. 
Some students wish to use these 
skills to earn a living using 
photography. 

Others have interest not only in 
photography but also in a second 
area and wish to combine their two 
interests. A third type enjoys 
photography and may end up using 
it as a hobby and outlet for self- 
expression. 

Two of the 21 students taking the 
photography class, the second year 
its available, are Cathy Blevins and 
Ross Hoff. 

Cathy took the class because “it’s 
very interest^. ” “I always felt it 
was an interesting field of science,” 
she said. “You are able to do 
different things and experiment with 
different equipment.” 

She’s considering taking it up as a 
career, although she may just wind 
up using it as pastime. 

“It is a very interesting class and I 
find photography is a good field to 
plan a career in, or even to use as a 
hobbv.” she added. 

College is in her future. 

“I plan to go to a college with a 
good photography class, and I also 
hope to get a job doing professional 
work,” she explained. 


Hoff got into snapping pictures 
because he was looking for an 
unusual subject. 

“I took photography because it 
was something different to take in 
school. I have been interested in 
taking pictures for the past four 
years, so I guess that’s also why I 
started this course.” he continued. 

Does he find it interesting? 

“Yes, I find that in photography 
there is a large amount of 
equipment to work with; there are 
so many different kinds of prints you 
can make in color or black and 
white,” he said. Photography will 
play a big part in his future. 

“I plan to use photography as a 
side job, taking pictures of weddings 
or private clubs,” he added. “I just 
may also use it as an interesting 
hobby.” 

While the majority of the class will 
wind up using it as a hobby, it is a lot 
of fun and a real learning 


experience, according to Brock. 

Of the 25 vocational education 
courses offered at Romulus High 
School, general merchandise is far 
and away the leading class in the 
number enrolled, with 145. This 
deals with setting up a small store, 
stocking items and how to run the 
business. 

Health occupations and nurses aid 
has the second highest number with 
75. This course teaches nursing, 
general care of patients, how to take 
an EKG test (of the heart), 
resusitation and taking of blood 
pressure, among many other things. 
There are already two students from 
Romulus High School working at 
Oakwood Hospital in Dearborn from 
the voc ed program. 

One of the more unique classes is 
the advance commercial foods 
course which teaches not only how to 
prepare food, but how to serve it in a 
small restaurant facility at the high 
school.

Manning noted that only four 
months remain until June 30, and 
suggested that the townships try to 
borrow money from the state if they 
need to develop “immediate police 
departments”. 

In the reports expected two weeks 
from the committee meeting, March 
1, the Sheriff is being asked to advise 
on how the townships can best ease 
the impact when the present form of 
services is terminated. 

The Committee decided to offer 
assistance following a review of the 
State Supreme Court niling last 
month that upheld the right of the 
Board of Commssioners to require 
townships to pay for Sheriff’s patrol 
services. 

The high court in a Feb. 14 
decision, refused to view two lower 
court rulings that the county board 
has the budgetary power to establish 
the level of Sheriff’s services 
rendered to tiwnships. 

The first ruling in favor of the 
county was handed down in Circuit 
Court by Judge Thomas J. Folev. 
His ruling was affirmed, by a 3- 
judge Michigan Court of Appeals. 

In anticipation of the high court 
ruling, the county Board of 
Commissioners funded the 28-officer 
motorized township patrol through 
June 30 in this year’s budget at a 
cost of about $637,000. At additional 
cost, six positions in the helicopter 
unit also are involved. 

It would cost an additional $184,000 
to continue funding both units 
through the end of the current fiscal 
year, Nov. 30. 


For the fourth year in a row, 
Romulus pupils continue to 
demonstrate a marked 
improvement in minimum reading 
and mathematics skills as measured 
by Michigan Educational 
Assess mait Tests. 

According to data released 
recently by Michigan Department of 
Education, Romulus fourth and 
seventh graders continued to make 
annual gains in reading and 
mathematics. 

All Michigan fourth and seventh 
grade pupils are tested at the 
beginning of each school year on 
state-wide minimal skills in the two 
subjects. 

Marvin P. Fischer, assistant 
superintendent for curriculum and 
instruction, was very happy with the 
results. 

“We’re very pleased to see the 
marked improvement each year on 
thepart of the pupils, and I think it is 
a credit to the Romulus school 


system to see this encouraging 
report from the Michigan 
Department of Education,” he said. 

In reading, Romulus fourth 
graders demonstrated continued 
mastery on 18 of the 19 objectives 
tested, while seventh graders 
showed continued improvement of 
eight objectives in 1976. 

Fourth graders made gains on all 
30 mathematics objectives, while 
seventh graders improved on 28 of 30 
objectives. 

According to Fischer’s report, 
Romulus pupils are performing at or 
near the State of Michigan average, 
while continuing to register gains 
annually.

poor and defenseless who suffer the 
ultimate punishment. 

In checking into capital 
punishment at the start of this 
series, we found that, to our 
knowledge, statistics supporting 
capital punishment as a crime 
deterrent have not been published. 
We also found this: 

(1) The homicide rates between 
states with and without the death 
penalty were the same and followed 
the same trend. 

(2) Hie abolition, reinstatement 
or introduction of capital 
punishment does not have an 
accompanying effect on the murder 
rate as postulated by its proponents. 

(3) The rate of police officers 
killed remained the same in states 
with an without capital punishment. 

(4) Other criminals are convicted 
10 to 15 times more for new crimes 
than paroled murderas. 

In looking back on the past eight 
weeks of interviews, we have found 
that those persons favoring the 
return of capital punishment on the 
whole, cited specific criminal acts to 
justify their positions. The apparent 
unprovoked shooting death of a 
young teen-age girl in a carry-out 
food place and the failure of the 
early parole system— releasing 
dangerous criminals before 
completing the minimum potion of 


their sentence— cropped up several 
times. 

It is safe to say that those 
statements support yet another 
statistic: “The restoration of capital 
punishment usually is due to alarm 
over some brutal crime or the rise in 
criminality.” 

In considering the information we 
have gathered in the past two 
months, it also can besaid that if the 
issue of restoring captal punishment 
in the State of Michigan were to 
appear on the ballot, it most likely 
would be approved. 

It also must be said that this 
survey has turned up one statistic 


one common denominator— which 
showed up among those for and 
against the death peanlty. While the 
support for capital punishment can 
be attributed to the rise in crime and 
its brutality, the ineffective- of the 
criminal justice and penal systems 
to adequately handle rising crime is 
contributing to disenchantment with 
the idea of equal justice under the 
law and the belief that their failure 
is increasing the crime problem. 

But is capital punishment or 
mandatory sentencing solutions to 
the problem? Only further study will 
tell if there is an answer to that age- 
old dispute

An Ordinance to amend Ordinance No. 32 of the Township of Sumpter 
entitled: 

AN ORDINANCE TO REGULATE AND LICENSE THE DISTRIBUTION 
AND OPERATION OF MECHANICAL AMUSEMENT DEVICES AND TO 
PROVIDE A PENALTY FOR VIOLATION THEREOF. 

IT IS HEREBY ORDAINED by the Township Board of the Township of 
Sumpter, Wayne County, Michigan: 

Section 1. That paragraph two (2) of Section 2.8 of the Ordinance entitled 
License Not Transferable; Expiration be amended to read as follows: 

Every such valid license shall expire at midnight on March 31 of each year 
unless terminated prior to such date by provisions of this Ordinance. 

Section 2. That paragraph two (2) of Section 2.10 of this Ordinance entitled 
License Fees be amended to read as follows: 

The foregoing fees shall be paid for any license year and shall be due and 
payable in like amount for the renewal of each of the foregoing licenses upon 
the filing of the proper application therefor except any application for a 
license which is filed after September 30 of any year shall pay one-half (4) 
only of the foregoing amounts for the license. After such fees have been paid 
and licenses have been approved no refunds shall be payable to the 
applicant. 

Section 3. That paragraph (g) of Section 3.5 of the Ordinance entitled 
Conduct on Premises be amended to read of follows: 

(g) Permit any person under the age of eighteen (18) years to be upon the 
premises or to operate any mechanical amusement device, except where 
such person under the age of eighteen (18) years is accompanied by his or 
her parent or legal guardian or having knowledge of the presence of such 
persons in violation of this provision, failing to take active steps to remove 
such persons from the premises; or 

Permit any person under the age of eighteen (18) years to be upon the 
premises or to operate any mechanical amusement device, except that 
persons thirteen (13) and fourteen (14) years of age may be upon the 
premises and may operate any mechanical amusement device when 
accompanied by his or her parent or legal guardian or who has a valid 
identification card issued by the Police Department of the Township of 
Sumpter upon written application and permission of the parent or legal 
guardian provided however that said minors shall not be permitted upon the 
premises after 8 p.m. nor shall said minors remain on the premises after 8 
p.m., or having knowledge of the presence of such persons in violation of this 
provision, failing to take active steps to remove such persons from the 
premises; or 

Permit any person under the age of eighteen (18) years to be upon the 
premises or to operate any mechanical amusement device, except that 
persons fifteen (15), sixteen (16) and seventeen (17) years of age may be 
upon the premises and may operate any mechanical amusement device 
when accompanied by his or her parent or legal guardian or who has a valid 
identification card issued by the Police Department of the Township of 
Sumpter upon written application and permission of the parent or legal 
guardian, or having knowledge of the presence of such persons in violation of 
this provision, failing to take active steps to remove such persons from the 
premises; or 

Section 4 That paragraph (1) of Section 3.5 of the Ordinance entitled 
Conduct on Premises be amended to read as follows: 

(1) It shall be unlawful for any exhibitor to permit any person under the 
age of eighteen ( 18) years to operate any mechanical amusement device on 
his or her premises and it shall be unlawful for any exhibitor to permit any 
such minor to be on said premises except as heretofore provided in 
paragraph (g) of Section 3.5 of this Ordinance 

Section 5. This Ordinance is hereby declared to have been adopted by the 
Township Board of the Township of Sumpter at a regular meeting held on the 
22 day of February, 1977, and ordered to be given publication in the manner 
prescribed by law, and shall be effective immediately upon publication.

Aims at 'insidious' criminals 


Griffin introduce tough drug-controll bill 


Michigan’s Republican senator/ 
Robert P. Griffin, has introduced 
“tough” drug-control legislation 
aimed at the “insidious and 
despicable criminals who peddle 
narcotics and profit in human ^ 
misery.” 

Griffin’s bill would give law 
enforcement agencies new tools to 
put drug dealers behind bars and 
keep them there. He called the 
current trend toward light sentences 
and easy parole “intolerable”. 

“Laws that fail to penalize drug 
traffickers must be changed,” 
Griffin said. “These criminals must 
know with certainty that if they are 
caught and convicted they will go to 
jail and stay there for a substantial

period of time. 

“Drug traffickers must get the 
message that they ought to find a 
new line of work.” 

Griffin’s B-part bill would: 

—Set mandatory minimum 
sentences for narcotics trafficking 
of three years for a first offense and 
six years for subsequent convictions 
— with no possibility for parole. 
Minimum sentences would double 
for drug sales to minors. 


Utilities must account 
for hefty fuel increase 


The time has come to make utility 
companies account for those hefty 
fuel increases they have been 
automatically passing on to their 
customers, according to one 
Western Wayne County state 
senator. 

St. Sen. David Plawecki is the 
sponsor of legislation which would 
prohibit utility companies from 
automatically passing through their 
increased fuel costs without first 
going through a rate hike hearing 
before the Public Service 
Commission (PSC). 

Under current Michigan law, gas 
companies are allowed to 
automatically pass along to their 
customers any increases in the price 
they pay their gas suppliers. 

Statistics indicate that up to half of 
the higher fuel bills consumers have 
been receiving are due to fuel cost 
adjustments, noted Plawecki, a 


Dearborn Heights Democrat 

“This is a dubious billing practice 
for not only does it offset the energy- 
saving efforts of consumers who dial 
down their thermostat, it allows 
drastic fuel cost increases without 
any recourse by the consumer,” he 
said. “Enactment of my legislation 
would protect consumers by 
requiring that the PSC first 
determine that these costs are really 
beyond the company’s control.” 

Because present law allows a 
utility to automatically pass on 100 
percent of their increased fuel costs, 
Plawecki added: “There’s no 
incentive for Michigan utilities to 
fight rate increases for their 
suppliers, and thereby help keep 
energy costs down. 

“In the past two years alone the 
rise in fuel costs by suppliers is 
estimated to have hiked utility bills 
more than $275 million.” 


—Stiffen conditions for release 
of accused first-time drug peddlers 
prior to trial and deny pre-trial 
release outright to those convicted 
previously of drug crimes. 

—Require automatic forefeiture of 
all proceeds — whether money or 
negotiable securities — of illegal 
drug traffic. 

—Require prior reporting to the 
government by anyone intending to 
take more than $5,000 out of the 
country. Now, such a report must be 
made only after the funds are taken 
abroad. 

— End the “boon to smugglers” by 
requiring small privately owned 
boats to report immediately to 
Customs upon arrival at U.S. ports 
instead of the current 24-hour grace 
period. 

—Allow the government to seize 
and sell vehicles, boats and aircraft 
used in drug smuggling worth up to 
$10,000. This may be done now only if 
the property is worth $2,500 or less. 


“We need to give the front line 
troops in the war against crime 
more powerful weapons with which 
to do battle,” Griffin said. “Law 
enforcement officials and courts are 
hampered by weak or inadequate 
laws that frustrate their efforts to 
curb drug abuse. 

“In particular, we have not 
provided strong tools to stop the 
most insidious and despicable 
indivuduals in the drug world — the 
criminal drug traffickers.” 

The first five sections of Griffin’s 
bill — known as the Narcotics 
Sentencing and Seizure Act of 1977 — 
are similar to legislation submitted 
to Congress last year by President 
Gerald Ford. 

Griffin noted Justice Department 
statistics showing that one out of 
every four persons convicted of 
trafficking in heroin received no 
prison sentence — and that one out 
of three was sentenced to less than 
three years. 

Too often they are released early 
and go back to drug peddling while 
on parole, he said. 

“The cumulative effect of drug 
abuse is to cfiminish the quality and 
vitaility of life in our nation,” Griffin 
addee. “And drug abuse continues to 


grow and spread like a cancer 
through the land.” 

Griffin urged the Carter 
Administration “to make drug 
abuse a top priority item” in law 
enforcement but said government 


cannot solve the problem alone. 

“To a large extent, the use of 
drugs today reflects a breakdown in 
our community and family 
institutions, and a general malaise 
discontent with life. “

The series led us through 
the homes of the community, 
down our streets, past our 
city halls, and courts. We 
talked to your police and law 
enforcement officials, and 
some of the men who would 
be given the responsibility of 
sentencing those judged 
guilty of violating society's 
law.

Corner Stone 

To the Editor: 

It was with the greatest pleasure that I read your recent column entitled “The 
Comer Stone”. 

I feel I must write to tell you that it was really appreciated. So long as the 
ideas you forwarded are expressed, so long will people remember them and 
attempt to live by them. 

I’ve been noticing for sometime how people under-value themselves, thinking 
they have little or nothing to contribute, thinking how meager (they think) their 
job is, or their talent, how frustratingly insignificant. 

What is needed is a new recognition of the dignity of the individual — 
recognition of personal dignity by the person himself. 

Invaluable individual dignity exists whether it is expressed or not. 

Yet it is tragic that this dignity is not recognized, x not felt, by the individual 
himself. And lacking this insight into his individual dignity arises a man to 
shun responsibility, to feel unequal to it. 

As you have written, “Dignity is the cornerstone of responsibility .” Failure to 
recognize one’s individual dignity results in instances everyday, “where we 
know the answer” but do “not open our mouths.” We know yet don’t answer 
because we don’t really believe in the equality of the dignity of individuals. 

We tell ourselves that only famous, successful, highly paid, or else very 
gifted individuals have earned the dignity of their opinions. 

But dignity, like courage, is not earned but practiced. Dignity is the human 
soul; it is the conscience that should remind one that a man is worth something 
to himself and therefore to society. 

Only personal, individual dignity allows a man to love his destiny and gives 
him the courage to provide society with his talent, “regardless of what that 
talent might be.” 

Awareness of dignity within gives the courage to recognize one’s individual 
talent, to cultivate and practice it, and to openly express it for the benefit of 
society, for all mankind. 

If, as you have said, “accepting (responsibility) is the beginning of a 
society,” then society must begin with the individual accepting his own dignity. 

In that moment of acceptance lies the “cornerstone” of the individual, the 
cornerstone of his character ; the courage of his dignity. 

Responsibility will be the natural outcome of that courage 

A man who knows and feels gratitude for his personal worth and dignity, does 
not hesitate to voice his opinions, knowing their value, knowing in them might 
be the very answer that is being sought. 

Responsibility can be a source of joy, yet many shrink from it, doubting, 
hesitant, underestimating their worth. 

But tell me, how successful! must the man be who knows a good remedy for 
air or water pollution? How wealthy must one be to offer suggestions on how to 
prevent world hunger? How important a man does it take to find a cure for 
cancer? 

Or, how famous must one be before he can take thought as to how to lessen 
violence? 

If “responsibility is the cornerstone of society,” then dignity must be the 
cornerstone of the individual. To recognize individual dignity is to promote 
individual responsibility. 

And tell me, how intellectual must a man be before he accepts his own dignity 
and the dignity of others? 

Dignity does not have to mean self-righteousness or even self-respect. Dignity 
does not have to mean solemnity. There is dignity in seeing dignity in others, 
dignity in affection, in laughter, in life. 

Accepting dignity in living may prevent resorting to violence. 

Violence itself is often an attempt to try either to restore one’s dignity or 
destroy others. 

Dignity is the opposite of violence, and the dignity of the individual should 
restrain him from using violence. Yet he cannot use restraint he is not aware of 
having. 

Surely all forms of violence, from back-biting gossip to murderous assault, 
to nuclear war, must begin with someone’s personal refusal to recognize his 
own dignity and the dignity of others. 

If any society, is to survive, surely a democratic society will survive because 
it is based on the dignity of its individuals. 

A democratic society must survive because it states that . 

Dignity is within the individual, within the “people” of society who are its 
individuals. It is within “the people” whose constitutional rights are “life, 
liberty, and the pursuit of happiness.” 

Dignity is life, liberty and happiness ... 

I, myself, ?m no one important, a fellow citizen of Wayne, a writer, unpaid 
and unproclaimed who works at other tasks, but I am also an individual and 
I believe in the God-given dignity of the individual — and in the responsibility to 
express that individuality, that talent I possess, regardless of how small it may 
be and how r insignificant I may remain 

I am a writer, therefore I write When I stop believing in the dignity of the 
individual I will stop believing in my own dignity and I will stop writing 

I hope not to stop I hope to fulfill my responsibility to society. And to be one of 
those you mentioned, those who are “missed when we are gone ”

support for capital 
punishment, provided that 
society did not error in 
applying the punishment. 

Most of those interviewed 
indicated that capital 
punishment was the last 
resort available to society in 
order to rid our communities 
of the menace of violent 
crime. 

The decision to favor 
capital punishment was 
made by those people 
interviewed because of the 
"break-down" in the judicial 
system in this country. Most 
felt that extracting the 
supreme penalty was 
necessary only because our 
courts were unable to deal 
with the problem effectively 
at their level. 

Those opposed to the death 
penalty felt that the risk of 
making a mistake was to 
great and the punishment to 
uncorrectibly final. 


Many people interviewed 
echoed the views of their 
church, stating that capital 
punishment is the taking of a 
human life and that act is 
reserved only for God. 

After conducting this 
interview, wading through 
the pro's and con's, facts and 
fiction, Associated 
Newspapers has come to the 
following conclusion. 

The people of this 
community are entitled to 
the opportunity of pursuing 
their daily lives without un- 
due risk of suffering an 
attack that might leave them 

maimed or disabled. 

If the courts of this country 
are not able to deal with the 
problem of removing 
dangerous elements from 
our communities, the 
decision on what to do with 
those people must be given to 
someone else. 

If we the people are forced 


to provide the answer for 
dealing with those that would 
destroy us, we will vote for 
capital punishment. 

In answer to critics claims 
that the risk of making a 
mistake is too great, . we 
respond. 

There has never been a 
guarantee that life will be 
fair, or for that matter, that 
living ever carried with it the 
implied right to fairness. 

Those who were the 
victims of violent crime do 
not feel that life has been fair 
to them, and those who 
committed those crimes 
largely claim that it was 
life's unfairness that drove 
them to their violent acts. 

If life is not fair, than 
society must be certain to 
error in favor of the 
majority, or society will 
surely cease to exist. 

Capital punishment may 
be inhumane. It may be cruel 


and unusual. And it may be 
uncorrectibly final, but it 
does permanently remove a 
known risk from society. 

Society must accept the 
risk of being brutalized the 
first time, but it most not 
have to accept that same risk 
from the same criminal, for 
the second, third or fourth 
time. 

If the parole systems of 
this country will not protect 
society, if the judicial 
systems of this country will 
not protect society, and if the 
legislative bodies of this 
country will not protect 
society, than society must 
protect itself through its 
members. 

After all the dialogue 
concerning fairness, 
political expediency, and 
human rights is complete, we 
must remember that, if 
society breakdowns such 
discussions will be of little 
value to anyone.

Health Beat 

Diagnostic services is people

In May of 1975, a new Diagnostic Services 
Building was dedicated at the Annapolis Hospital. 

It’s a two-story structure which was attached to 
the West side of the existing building. With the 
exception of a large conference room and some 
office space, the entire second floor of the new 
building accommodates the many laboratories 
necessary to the operation of a modern-day 
hospital. 

The Laboratories Manager, Robert E. 
Heffelfinger of Wayne, is typical of the 
professionals who work in this quiet, but highly 
sensitive area. 

Heffelfinger is able to suffix his name with two 
sets of initials: MT for Medical Technologist, and 
ASCP which stands for American Society of 
Clinical Pathology. 

He earned the MT designation after receiving a 
BS in Medical Technology from Michigan State 
University in 1956 and completing a one-year 
internship at the Mansfield (Ohio) General 
Hospital in 1957. 

The ASCP was awarded only after he had 
completed a national registry examination. 

He is well qualified 

He said that one of the functions in the 
laboratories was to maintain the blood bank. “We 
get just about all of our blood from the Red 
Cross,” he said, “and although it comes to the 
hospital already identified (e g., 0+, Rh-, AB, 
etc.), we take a minute sample of the pre- 
packaged blood and do a second analysis to be 
sure no errors have been made. Then we are 
prepared to cross-match the blood to determine 
compatibility with the patient in need of a 
transfusion.” 

In the Hemotology Laboratory, the technicians 
perform a function known as a CBC, or a complete 
blood count In this procedure, the red cells, 
hemoglobin, white cell count, and certain 
differentials are identified and recorded 


As a required part of any admission to the 
hospital, certain body fluids are sent to the 
Chemistry and Urinanalysis Laboratory for a 
scientific check on the presence of blood sugars, 
chemical tests on metabolic functions, and checks 
for any abnormalities ocurring in either the blood 
or the urine. 

Histology fs another of Heffelfinger’s 
responsibilities. “In the Tissue Laboratory we 
receive surgical specimens from the operating 
room, and prepare them for diagnosis by the 
Pathologist — an MD. “Our technicians are 
trained to slice, stain, freeze, and mount a surgical 
specimen on a slide for pathological examination. 
And I'd like to stress that the pathological 
determination is made only by the MD 
pathologist,” he said. 

He further explained that under law, all human 
tissue excised in an operating room must be 
examined by a pathologist In the Microbiology 
and Serology Laboratory, Heffelfinger explained 
that specimens are examined for the presence of 
pathogenic organisms which could cause disease. 

He said that once a pathogenic organism is 
identified, an antibiotic sensitivity analysis can be 
performed which obviously allows the physician 
managing a case the opportunity to better treat 
the malady. 

Heffelfinger has a personnel complement of 45 
people, 25 of whom are entitled to wear the ASCP 
designation. The service is available 24 hours a 
day, seven days a week. 

Heffelfinger said that the technicians and 
technologists are able to perform better than 400 
individual tests, and last year the various 
laboratories performed the almost mind-goggling 
figure of 660,000 individual procedures. 

As we left Heffelfinger’s office to tour the 
various laboratories, we were deeply impressed 
with the myriad of electronic machinery and 
equipment used in the individual areas. 


There is, for instance, a device known as a 
Coulter Counter. It’s an amazing combination of 
electro-mechanical interfaces which can perform 
seven blood tests in 40 seconds and give the 
operator the results printed out on a computer 
card. 

And there were powerful microscopes, 
centrifuges, fast-freeze equipments, test tubes, 
gas burners, and an impossible-to-count number 
of chemical reagents used in the daily business of 
the Laboratory 

While we readily admit that such laboratories 
are expensive to maintain, we are convinced that 
the efficiency of the equipment coupled with the 
knowledge of the personnel adds up to a bonus for 
the ultimate consumer — the patients in need of 
help 

And we talked with Julie Cartwright, MT 
(ASCP)C — the last C indicating an additional 
expertise in chemistry, and she is the Assistant 
Biochemist for the Annapolis Laboratory. 

She said that while in high school (Jackson, 
Michigan) she took a science test and scored in 
the99th percentile. “I knew, then,” she said, “that 
my career path was obvious. No more thoughts 
about becoming anything except a health care 
professional.” 

Julie, along with Bob Heffelfinger, is working 
toward a Masters degree in Management. 

Like every one else connected with the health 
care system, these people have learned that it’s 
impossible to sit back and coast after getting your 
initial degree or technical schooling 

And it should be comforting to the citizens of the 
community to know that those working in the 
hospital are constantly upgrading their knowledge 
and skills. 

Because it’s you, the consumer, who benefits 
from this singular dedication to excellence 
displayed by the people we talk to each week in 
the Annapolis Hospital.

I attended two meetings recently that were held at Cory and Merriman 
schools to discuss the millage. 

Having let off some steam myself about a few things, I concluded that I have 
an obligation to my children and other people’s children in this community to 
guarantee them a right to a quality education. If the millage fails, then to an 
extent as a citizen and parent I have too. 

We all have a legitimate complaint when it comes to money — inflation has 
crudely drained us all. I am sure all of us have had to make some sacrifices. But 
I wonder if we will choose to make the right ones? 

When it comes right down to it, I realize I would rather give up other things 
than my child’s education. I do not think it is fair for such a priority to be 
subject to change all the time.

Whether we like it or not, education costs money — and right now it is the 
latter which threatens every school age child in Romulus.

I don’t think we can deny them that one and only chance 
to prepare themselves for adulthood ... they need a good education and let’s see 
to it they get it!

Ask the Governor 


QUESTION : I hear that you plan to raise my gas 
and automobile taxes just to pay for public 
transportation in another part of the state. Is that 
right? 

GOVERNOR: By the time you read this, I will 
have submitted my Special Message on 
Transportation to the Legislature. 

It is true that I am proposing a two-eent increase 
in the gas tax and a shift from the weight tax to a 
value tax for automobile license plates. We also 
would raise taxes on diesel fuel, commercial 
vehicles, trailers and motorcycles. 

Most of the increased revenues of $144.8 million, 
however, will go to maintain and improve our 
present system of state and county roads and 
bridges — as well as city streets and bridges, 
railroads, airport facilities, port development and 
non-motorized trails. 

I also propose to use the funds generated to 


Not long ago, a major Detroit newspaper with 
statewide circulation issued a strong editorial 
demand for an end to “property tax financing of 
public education”. 

“The Legislature simply must devise an 
alternate method of basic financing,” the editorial 
insisted, “even if it means raising income taxes to 
do so.” 

A statement of this type is all too typical of the 
widespread lack of understanding, insistence upon 
an easy answer, and refusal to face facts and 
figures that plagues those who work for 
improvement in the complex realities of school 
finance. 

1. — The statement implies that the Legislature 
can terminate the use of school property taxes — 
which can be done only through a vote of the 
people to change the State Constitution. 

2. — The statement suggests, through the words 
“even if,” that some question exists as to whether 
the income tax would have to be raised if school 
property taxes were eliminated. 

Actually, if the state income tax were the sole 
means of replacement, it would have to be doubled 
just to make up the lost revenue, and would have 
to go even higher to achieve any improvement in 
school funding. 

Michigan, it might be mentioned, already has 
one of the highest flat-rate income taxes in the 
nation. States that depend more heavily upon 
income taxes invariably use graduated levies — 
which Michigan voters have repeatedly rejected. 

Another urban Michigan newspaper recently 
asserted that “the answer, obviously, is to tax all 
property in the state uniformly — all property at 
the same rate — with the state paying the bills.” 

Let’s take a closer look at this notion, which 
would also require Constitutional change through 
a vote of the people. Suppose the state taxed all 
property in the state at somewhere between 33 and 


expand State Police coverage to all 9,400 miles of 
the Michigan trunkline system. Many rural 
residents have occasion to drive to or through 
Grand Rapids, Flint, Lansing and Saginaw — not 
to mention Detroit and its ring of suburbs — and 
they certainly are entitled to as much State Police 
protection in those areas as on any other stretch of 
freeway. 

We estimate that for the motorist who does not 
itemize deductions on his or her federal income 
tax, the increased burden of the two taxes would 
be about $11 per year. For those who do not 
itemize, the average burden would be $16. 

The changing needs of Michigan’s 
transportation system are becoming more 
apparent with every passing year. Vital segments 
have been neglected and only in recent years have 
we begun to bring them back into balance with the 
total system. 


34 mills to raise the same $1.85 billion now raised 
by local school taxes? 

How would the state then “pay the bills” for 530 
different K-12 school districts that previously had 
different tax rates, different tax bases and vastly 
different revenue levels? 

Would the state then give $2,400 per pupil to the 
Bridgman district and only $834 to Lake City to 
match current basic revenue levels — even 
though citizens of both districts had begun paying 
exactly the same tax rate? 

Most probably, the state would have to treat all 
districts equally — which would permit giving 
each district about $1,190 per pupil in basic 
revenue. 

This type of “reform” would mean that roughly 
half the districts in the state would have to reduce 
their spending levels. 

Since some districts have an average teacher’s 
salary of over $20,000, while others have an 
average of less than $10,000, this would be 
impossible. A great many districts would end up 
on half-day sessions, and a substantial number 
would close their doors entirely. 

Suppose the state, now “paying the bills” for all 
districts, attempted to give all schools the per- 
pupil revenue enjoyed by Bridgman? 

Another $2.5 billion would be needed — which 
would mean mor§ than doubling the level of school 
property taxes to nearly 80 mills. Suppose, on the 
other hand, the state let the ultra-high revenue 
districts flounder and simply gave every student 
the basic revenue level currently found in the Ann 
Arbor district? 

This would require another $1 billion — which 
would mean raising the present 33 - Vz mill average 
to a uniform statewide 51.7 mill rate and 
increasing taxes about $364 for the owner of a 
$40,000 home. 

In terms of income tax, the present 4.6 percent 
rate would have to go to about 9.3 percent merely 
to replace present school property taxes, to 11.8

percent to bring all districts to the Ann Arbor level 
and about 15.6 percent to give every child the 
revenue currently seen in Bridgman. 

If the present 2.35 percent Single Business Tax - 
were also used as a replacement levy, each 1 
percent increase would bring in, very roughly, the 
same revenue as 1 percent of income tax. 

This should serve as a sufficient example of the 
type of facts and figures that must be faced by 
those who seek changes in our school-financing 
system. 

We have what is probably the strongest tradition 
of “local control” of any state in the nation, and 
under that tradition we have evolved major 
differences in the revenue levels of our school 
districts. 

Any plan for shifting a larger share of school 
support to the state level would have to recognize 
those differences and phase them out gradually. 
Otherwise, either chaos would result, or the cost 
would be prohibitive 

There are no quick, easy solutions; but the 
difficulties are not, and should not be, regarded as 
totally insurmountable. 

School-finance reform still means, and will 
continue to mean, many different things to 
different groups and different interests. But the 
present renewal of concern with this subject in 
Lansing is clear evidence that the search for a 
better way still goes on.

Romulus, police, stalemate 



Last week the City Council received a status 
report prepared by the law firm representing the 
City of Romulus in negotiations with the Wayne 
County Sheriff’s Department concerning the 
expired law enforcement Service Agreement. 

I would like to take this opportunity to relay this 
information to the citizens of Romulus and make 
some observations and recommendations of my 
own. 

First, a brief background description will serve 
to clarify the City’s position. 

Five and one half years ago, the City of Romulus 
signed a five year agreement with the Wayne 
County Sheriff’s Department for specifically 
enumerated law enforcement services. 

Due to the size and population of Romulus at 
that time, the contract originally included only l * 1 ^ 
police units, a unit being one patrol car on 24 hour 
service, seven days a week with two 8 hour shifts 
of two men each and one 8 hour shift of one officer. 
Today Romulus employs four units. 

This five year Agreement expired on August 10, 
1976 Presently, the Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department continues to provide full services, 
only under an oral agreement with the City. 

Every effert was made by the City, in 
accordance with the contract, to renew our 
agreement with the Sheriff’s Department for 
another five years. 

Thus, the responsibility for this lengthly and 
unwarranted six month delay in negotiating a new 
contract lies solely with the Wayne County Board 
of Auditors. 

The County Auditors have advised the City that 
the Sheriffs Department must now charge an 
“administrative fee” of $50,660 per police unit. At 
the current contingent size of four units, that 
means a total cost to the City of $202,640 — an 
increase I feel is totally unjustified. 

Total costs to Romulus per year, under such an 
agreement would total $1,298,775 at our present 
size, or well in excess of six million dollars over a 
five year contract period 

The city has repeatedly asked the County Board 
of Auditors for a detailed explanation for the 


proposed increase in administrative charges, but 
to date nothing has been forthcoming. 

In this regard, the County Board of Auditors are 
in violation of the contract, in that the contract 
clearly states that it is the obligation of the Auditor 
on or before December 1, of each year to 
determine whether there has been an increase or 
a decrease in basic law enforcement units’ cost. 
This procedure has been ignored by the County 
Auditors. 

In addition to the major stumbling block of 
increased administrative charges, other points to 
be worked out before a new contract is signed 
include the following. 

a)-County billing procedures have not been in 
compliance with the Agreement. 

b)-Juvenile work has been billed as an 
“additional service”, whereas the Agreement 
provides for such a service at no additional cost. 

c) -Administrative costs have been fixed at a 
percentage of billing, as opposed to an actual cost 
basis. 

d) -The County has failed to give Romulus credit 
for federal assistance programs or millage paid 
by Romulus taxpayers to the County. 

e) -The County has failed to render monthly 
statements or reports as is required by the 
Agreement. 

f) -The County needs to provide an 
administrative officer with responsibility to direct 
compliance with the Agreement by the Court 

g) -We need a further definition of service to be 
rendered by the County Sheriff. 

h)-Weneed to review- equipment costs so that 
Romulus pays for equipment on a “one time only” 
basis. 

i)-Finally, we would like to look into the 
desirability of an Auxiliary Law Enforcement 
Department to be located within the City 

In addition to the preceding points, our 
negotiators have pointed out that the City was 
paying salary for Sherrif 's officers at the highest 
scale pay rate, although not all officers assigned io 
Romulus are in the highest pav rate classification

Repeatedly prior to and after the expiration of 
the Agreement in August, 1976, the City’s law firm 
and the negotiating team have attempted to 
receive an explanation for County practices and 
procedures which appeared to give use to costs 
billed in excess of actual costs incurred by the 
County under the terms of the Agreement. 

On several occasions we have requested an 
explanation for the proposed cost increases Yet, 
to date, we have received nothing from the County 
Board of Auditors. — no explanations, no print- 
outs, no correspondence; no communication, 
NOTHING. 

If the County Board of Auditors remains 
intransigent in their position, the City might well 
consider the establishment of its own police force. 
In fact, a Study Commission is presently 
investigating this possibility, and will report its 
findings as soon as possible 

The City of Romulus has been well-served by the 
Sheriff's Department during the past five years, 
and I believe if it were only between the City and 
the Sheriff, a new contract could be signed 
tommorrow 

However, until the County Board of Auditors are 
either out of the picture or show some a genuine 
desire to negotiate and provide information, we 
remain deadlocked over a situation that, by all 
rights, shouldn t even exist 
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In the armed forces

WCRC predics 'bright future' for airport 


The chairman of the Wayne 
County Road Commission (WCRC) 
is predicting “only a bright future” 
for Willow Run % Airport, under the 
owner -ope rati on of the road 
commission. 

“We see Willow Run as a contract 


air freight and general aviation 
reliever” airport to our current 
operations at Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport,” said Chairman WCRC 
Michael Berry. 

The Federal Aviation 
Administration (FAA) has 


approved the transfer of ownership 
of Willow Run Airport from the 
University of Michigan to the 
WCRC, effective this month. • 
“We realize that Willow Run has 
slowly deteriorated and some major 
capital improvements will be 


necessary,” Berry added. “We are 
prepared, with available federal 
funds in the ADAP (Airport 
Development Aid Program), to 
make the necessary im- 
provements.”

CUFA 's Project Heat aids 
residents with their fuel bills 


Many residents of the out-county area are eligible to receive immediate help 
with their fuel bills through Communities United for Action (CUFA). 

Sponsored by a grant from the Michigan Bureau of Community Services, 
CUFA’s Project Heat directly assists those whose income is 125 percent of the 
federally established poverty guidelines, or who now are receiving General 
Assistance, Aid to Dependent Children, Social Security or Supplemental 
Security Income. 

Blankets, space heaters and warm clothing are available for those whose 
heat has been shut off, while CUFA makes the necessary arrangements to have 
it restored. Past duel bills also can be paid off through the project. 

Eligible homeowners who live in Highland Park, Inkster, Romulus, Sumpter 
Township, Taylor, River Rouge, Redford Township, Westland or Dearborn can 
take advantage of CUFA’s Home Winterization Energy Conservation Program. 
Their homes will be winterized for the next year with the installation of storm 
windows, ceiling installation, caulking and weather stripping. 

A Community Action Agency, CUFA is asking those people needing help to 
contact it at 292-2110. Ask for Project Heat. 


University of Michigan officials that 
the WCRC may need to spend up to 
$10 million in the next five to 10 
years to renovate the modernize 
Willow Run. The nearly 2,000-acre 
airport, although principally in 
Wayne County, also partially sits in 
Washtenaw County. 

It was acquired by the University 
of Michigan in 1947 through the 
federal government’s war surplus 
disposal program and has been used 
primarily for general aviation 
(private) and air freight purposes 
since the mid-1960s. Previous to the 
construction of Metropolitan 
Airport, most major airlines had 
operated from Willow Run, an 
operation which ended in 1966. 

“Until Willow Run is brought up to 
standards expected by aviation, and 
this includes runway and taxiway 
work, lighting, terminal 
renovations, roads, etc., we expect 
it to continue operating as it did 
under the university’s ownership,” 
Berry said. 

To arrive at the full needs of the 
newly acquired airport, a master 
plan must first be developed — a 
process that is both expensive and 
time-consuming, a WCRC 
spokesman noted. Much of the 
current business at Willow Run 


involves air freight of automobile 
parts. 

"If indications at Metro Airport 
are any measurement, it appears 
that air travel and the air freight is 
growing yearly. We want to be fully 
ready for expected increases,” 
Berry said. 

The WCRC previously had 
announced that when the ownership 
transfer was approved it planned to 
meet with local officials and 
residents of the airport area. 

“We will attempt to establish an 
agreeable relationship with our 
neighbors. Our first meeting will be 
within 30 to 60 days,” Berry said. 
“The required master plan study 
will also enable local residents to 
havedirect imput into the future use 
of Willow Run Airport. We have no 
plans to consider in til there is 
adequate local participation.” 

The WCRC has reached 
agreement with the university to 
hire nearly 30 current airport 
employees. Approximately five 
employees elected to remain with 
the university and the state pension 
plan. 

Willow Run currently handles 
some 170,000 movements (take-offs 
and landings) a year. Metro Airport 
handles some 300,000, including 
nearly 8 million passengers a year.

Film Developing 
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MESC emphasizes their qualities 

State observes Older Workers Week 


Sunday through March 19 will be 
observed as Older Worker Week in 
the State of Michigan, and all of the 
Michigan Employment Security 
Commissions (MESC) Job Service 
offices will commemorate the week 
by reminding employers of the 
outstanding qualities of older 
workers, MESC Director S. Martin 
Taylor said. 

‘‘During the past few years, we’ve 
been urged to conserve our natural 
resources,” Taylor said. “However, 
we often waste one of our most vital 
resources — our older workers.” 

In Michigan alone there are over 
2^ million people 46 years of age or 
older. Of that number almost 1.3 


million are part of the state’s labor 
force, either working or seeking 
work. Older workers account for one 
third of the state’s entire work force 
of 3.9 million. 

Taylor said despite the emphasis 
that our society places on youth, 
ability really is ageless. Workers 
over 40 offer employers skills, 
judgment, reliability and maturity 
that come from experience. 

In addition, he cited studies that 
indicate workers over 40 may even 
surpass their younger counterparts 
in a number of ways: 

—Workers hired after age 4C 
generally attain a higher 
performance rating in a shorter 


time than those hired before the age 
of 30. 

—Older workers tend to have a 
more positive attitude toward work 
than do younger workers. 

—Older workers have greater job 
stability and a better record of 
continued acceptance by employers 
once they are hired. 

—The number of days lost per 100 
workdays for all reasons goes down 
as age increases. In fact, workers 45 
and over quit their jobs less than 
half as often as young workers, and 
they areonly half as likely to change 
jobs as are workers under 45 years 
old. 

The MESC has older worker 
employment specialists stationed at 


most of its Job Service offices. These 
specialists are trained to help the 
older worker find employment. 
These specialists offer personal 
attention, employment counseling, 
and job referrals with the aid of 
MESC’s computerized job bank. 

Taylor added that MESC is 
sponsoring a new program called 
RENEW, a Referral Employment 
Network of Elderly Workers. The 
project aims to assist those 40 and 
over find work. Special aid is given 
to those over 55. 

Michigan is one of five states 
chosen to participate in RENEW 


which is funded by the U.S. 
Department of Labor. Under 
RENEW an older person has been 
hired and trained to work as an older 
worker specialist in 15 MESC Job 
Service offices. They are in 
Escanaba, Bay City-Saginaw, Flint, 
Muskegon, Grand Rapids, Lansing, 
Kalamazoo, Battle Creek, Jackson, 
St. Joseph, Pontiac, Taylor, 
Dearborn, Detroit Midtown and 
Detroit Eastside. 

In addition to developing jobs for 
older workers and placing them, 
these 15 older worker specialists 
also attempt to increase the public’s 


awareness of the needs and 
resources available to the elderly. 

Taylor invited older workers to 
contact the older worker specialists 
at their local MESC Job Service 
office. He also urged employers to 
contact the agency when trying to 
fill their job openings. 

The MESC is the state’s largest 
public employment agency with 
more than 180 locations throughout 
the state. There is no charge for its 
services to either the employer or 
the job seeker. Job Service offices 
are open from 8 :15 a.m. to 4 :30 p.m., 
Mondays through Fridays.

Rate hike 
burdens 
road unit 

A 300 percent increase 
in liability insurance 
premiums in one year is 
adding fresh burdens to 
Michigan’s county road 
commissions which 
already are pinched 
severely by higher 
maintenance and 
construction costs. 

A new survey 
conducted by the County 
Road Association of 
Michigan shows 
recently renewed 
insurance policies in 22 
counties are costing 700 
percent more than in 
1974. 

Earl F. Rogers, 
engineer-director for 
the association, said 
county road 
departments are facing 
the even more critical 
problem of wholesale 
policy cancellations, 
forcing negotiation at 
much higher premium 
rates. 

“Insurance costs are 
being priced right out of 
road commissions’ 
ability to pay and 
something must be done 
to step the tide of 
skyrocketing liability 
claims and premium 
expense,” Rogers said. 

The survey showed 
that recently renewed 
liability insurance in the 
22 counties cost $1.4 
million or nearly 3 
percent of total annual 
motor vehicle fund 
receipts. 

Rogers said the 
higher insurance costs 
appear to reflect an 
increase in damage 
suits and larger awards 
to claimants. Even fleet 
liability insurance 
premiums have doubled 
since 1974, he noted. 

“With gas and weight 
tax holding nearly level 
for the past several 
years, the abrupt rise in 
insurance costs adds 
further difficulty for 
road commissions 
already struggling to 
manage adequate 
county road programs,” 
Rogers said.

He will 
comment on a congressional 
perspective of the proposed 1977 
amendments to the Federal Clean 
Air Act of 1970.

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For hot lunch program 

Seniors protest quality of food stuffs 


'...it's important that they are given nutritious food that is 
well balanced, eye appealing and not too highly seasoned.' 


More than 300 senior citizens 
gathered at the Wayne State 
University East Center recently to 
protest the quality of federally- 
supplied food served in their hot 
lunch program. 

Three Wayne County 
Commissioners and a 

representative from U. S Sen. 
Donald Riegle’s office heard 
complaints of stringy chicken 
casseroles, salty meats and too 
much peanut butter with no 
crackers. 

Federal surplus commodities are 
served under the hot lunch program, 
which is administered by the Detroit 
Department of Health and currently 
serves 5,000 meals daily at 70 sites. 

“This is terrible,” said County 
Commissioner Jackie L. Currie (D 
Detroit) as she looked at one of th€ 
plates on her table. “This is the most 


unappetizing mess I have ever 
seen.” 

Commissioner Currie moderated 
the 2-hour meeting, as many senior 
citizens refused to eat the meal 
served them. Mrs. Currie described 
the meal as “runny chicken chow 
mein, tasteless peas and carrots, a 
slice of white bread with a pat of 
margerine and canned orange 
juice”. 

Jarrette Simmons, vice-chairman 
of the county Board of 
Commissioners, circulated in the 
group, jotting down comments made 
by a number of seniors who were 


anxious to be heard 

“We’re going to do everything 
possible to correct this situation,” 
she said. “Elderly people often are 
delicate. Having fragile appetites, 
it’s important that they are given 
nutritious food that is well balanced, 
eye appealing and not too highly 
seasoned. It’s obvious that these 
requirements are not being met.” 

Commissioner Maxcine Young (D- 
Detroit,) the board’s liaison person 
for senior citizen affairs, vowed 
personally to take the seniors* 
complaints to Washington where she 
serves on a national senior citizens 


task force. 

“I really feel bad about what we 
have to serve these elderly people,” 
said Evelyn Brown as she dished up 
luncheon plates. “Many seniors 
shouldn’t have so much salt in their 
food. Others have told me they can’t 
eat apricots. Yet, that’s what they 
continue to send us.” 

Leone Attard, president of the 
Food and Friendship Project 
Advisory Council, said she had met 
with James McEwen of the 
Interstate Catering Company which 
prepares the food. 

“Mr. McEwen said that they have 


no control over what the government 
sends us. His company gets more 
canned chicken than they want, and 
it’s already salted when they receive 
it,” she said. 

Commissioner Young encouraged 
those assembled to write letters to 
Washington. 

“If all of you senior citizens here 
today will write to Jimmy Carter, 
I’ll take your letters to Washington 
and get something done,” she 
promised. 

Jim Sharp, Michigan 
representative for Sen. Riegle, said 
his office already had received a 


number ot letters of complaint about 
the quality of food served to seniors. 
He promised that Riegle would send 
someone out to investigate. 

When asked about the possibility 
of PBB contamination in the food 
they served. Sharp said Senate 
hearings will be held both in 
Michigan and in Washington this 
month. Experts and consumers will 
be asked to testify and “hopefully 
the senators sitting on the panel can 
get to the bottom of this PBB mess”. 

Marie M. Washington, Secretary 
of the River Towers Branch of the 
National Council of senior citizens 
said at her nutrition site, uncovered 
fruit cups had been delivered. 

“I don’t think that proper sanitary 
precautions are being taken with our 
food. This whole program needs 
investigating. Now that this is out in 
the open, perhaps something will be 
done,” she said.

In 1974, he was named manager of 
the Eastern Region. In 1976, he 
became Diesel Operations manager 
of on-highway sales. 

Hill, an industrial engineering 
graduate from Wayne State 
University, has been a GM employe 
since 1966, when he joined the 
corporation’s manufacturing staff at 
the GM Technical Center. 

He transferred to Detroit Diesel in 
1967 and held various positions with 
the material handling department 
before being named senior staff 
administrator for the Indianapolis 
parts operations in 1973. 

In 1975, he was promoted to 
warehouse superintendent at 
Indianapolis Operations and helped 
develop the plans for the 
consolidated worldwide warehouse 
operations in Romulus. 

In his new position. Hill will be

responsible for Indianapolis parts 
warehouse activities, as well as a 
major portion of the Romulus 
warehouse operation, formerly 
handled by David G. Seeley, parts 
operations manager at Diesel 
Operations. 

Seeley retired in January under 
provisions of the GM Retirement 
Program. He had been a GM 
employe for 37 years. 

Snapp has been a GM employe for 
20 years, working at DDA’s parts 
distribution center in Romulus in 
various capacities. He served as 
supervisor of parts scheduling, 
order department supervisor, 
regional parts manager for the 
Midwestern Region, assistant 
manager of material control, and 
warehouse superintendent before 
being named to his present position.

Kelley asks PSC 


to re-open record 
on Edison request 


Michigan Attorney General 
Frank J. Kelley has asked the 
Michigan Public Service 
Commission (PSC) to re-open the 
record on Detroit Edison Co.’s $130 
million rate increase because of that 
company's sale of a portion of its 
Fermi II nuclear electric generating 
plant. 

Twenty percent of the plant is 
being sold to two Northern Michigan 
electric cooperatives. 

Kelley said: “Under the terms of 
this sale. Edison will be receiving 
$87 million, plus 20 percent of all 
future construction costs. This 
marks a major new development 
that must be considered before 
Edison’s rates can be set. 

“The check Edison will receive as 
a result of this sale is two-thirds of 
the amount that company asked the 
PSC to approve in higher rates. I do 
not believe that new rates can be 
fairly established, if this $87 million 
is ignored, and as a result, I have 
asked the PSC to re-open the 
hearings on Edison’s $130 million 
rate increase request.” 

The $87 million is the amount that 


Wolverine and Northern Michigan 
electric cooperatives agreed to pay 
Edison for 20 percent of the plant. 
That figure represents 20 percent of 
the cost of construction of the Fermi 
II plant thus far. 

The sale was only in preliminary 
stages when the record in the rate 
case was closed. Edison announced 
the sale Feb. 8. Also in the sale 
agreement, the two cooperatives 
agreed to pay Edison ^ ‘management 
free” of $1,100,000 for expenses 
associated with management 
services performed by Edison up to 
now on the plant. 

Edison wants to give this money to 
its shareholders, but Kelley claims it 
should be credited to Edison’s 
ratepayers because the company’s 
ratepayers have paid for the cost of 
construction of the plant, including 
this $1,100,000 If the money is 
credited to the ratepayers by the 
PSC, it would be a factor in setting 
the company’s rates 

Under PSC rules, Edison has 20 
days to respond to Kelley’s request 
to re-open the hearings

Members of the Romulus Fire 
Department are participating in a 
Standard Town Fire School training 
course, beginning this week. 

The 18-hour school is run on 
successive Monday nights for six 
weeks, with instruction provided by 
the University of Michigan 
Extension Service’s Firemanship 
Training Program. 

Romulus Fire Chief John H. 
Wilhide said the standard school and 
an advanced school requested for 
next fall are being held to assist in 
the training of a number of new 
members of the Fire Department.

Blues' report finds 


Weekend admissions extend hospital stays 


Surgical patients admitted to 
hospitals on Fridays and Saturdays 
(weekend admissions) not only stay 
longer than those admitted during 
the week, but wait longer before 
undergoing surgery, according to 
Blue Cross and Blue Shield of 
Michigan. 

In a documented study, the Blues 
indicated that a weekend hospital 
admission for surgery results in an 
average of 4.1 days of additional 
hospitalization, compared to 
surgical cases admitted on 
days other than Friday and 
Saturday. The weekend admissions 
of n on-surgical cases leads to nearly 
half a day longer in the hospital than 
those admitted on other days. 

In addition, the Blues’ study- 
based on data for the second quarter 
of 1976— demonstrated that patients 
admitted for surgery on Fridays and 
Saturdays waited approximately 5.1 
days before surgery was performed, 
compared to an average wait of only 
2.6 (toys for those admitted on the 
remaining days of the week. 

The research report was the

second issued on the subject of 
weekend hospital admissions by 
Blue Coss and Blue Shield of 
Michigan. 

The Blues’ initial study last 
November was based on more than 
half a million subscriber admissions 
to Michigan hospitals. It indicated 
that patients admitted on weekends 
stayed in hospital 1.7 days longer 
than those admitted at other times 
during the week. The length of stay 
for weekend admissions was 8.5 
days, compared to 6.8 days for 
weekday admissions, for both 
surgical and non-surgical patients 
combined. 

The second study on hospital 
length of stay by day of admission, 
furnished this week to Michigan 
hospitals, broke down the original 
finds by age, sex and type of 


admission — surgical or medical. 
The hospitals also have been 
providing comparative data, 
showing each hospital’s 
performance against the average of 
other hospitals. 

The new study shows that the 1.7 
day difference in length of hospital 
stay between weekend and weekday 
admissions is almost entirely 
attributable to surgical cases. 

Other findings includea: 

•Significant variances among 
hospitals as to the differences in 
length of stay between weekend and 
weekday admissions. 

•The mix of patients admitted on 
weekends, in terms of age, sex and 
diagnostic category, was 
essentially the same as the mix of 
those admitted on days other than 
Friday and Saturday. 


«Ohe length of stay differences 
between weekend and weekday 
admissions did not vary importantly 
by age or sex, except that women 19 
to 24 years of age had unusually 
small length of stay differences. 

With regard to the important 
waiting period between a patient’s 
admission to the hospital and the 
actual performance of surgery, the 
Blues’ study showed significant 
variances among 146 hospitals — 
excluding a few which had no 
weekend surgical admissions — in 
the differences between the waiting 


period for those admitted on 
weekdays as contrasted with those 
admitted on Fridays and Saturdays. 

The range was from less than 
three days below a zero difference to 
more than six days above. 

In the November research study, 
the Blues suggested that their 
analysis indicated that many 
patients hospitalized on Friday and 
Saturday appear to receive only 
custodial care, not medical care, on 
those days. 

After pointing out that escalating

health care costs are a matter of 
increasing concern, the Blues 
suggested that hospital 
administrators and medical staffs 
take steps to assure the beginning of 
patient treatmenton the days of 
admission or skeletonize their 
weekend staffs to effect economies. 

The second length of stay study 
not only confirms but adds further 
dimension to the November report. 

As a result, Blue Cross and Blue 
Shield has aked that the results of 
the new study be brought to the 
attention of the hospitals’ trustees 
and their cost containment and 
utilization review committees. 

In the case of any hospitals 
revealed by the study to have a 
length of stay problem resulting 
from weekend admissions, the 
Blues’ spokesman added, the 
hospital board should review and, if 
necessary, change its admissions 
policy in order to correct the 
problem. 

Blue Cross and Blue Shield of 
Michigan indicated that it will follow 
up periodically with further reports 
to hospitals on their individual 
performance relative to all other 
hospitals. 


This year the official beginning of 
spring will be nearly six hours later 
than last year, but not because of the 
extreme winter we’ve been having. 

“The reason for this nearly 
quarter-of-a-day delay is that the 
sun takes 365.2422 days for its 
apparent yearly journey around the 
earth, but the calendar is set up for 
only 365 days,” according to 
University of Michigan astronomer 
Hazel M. Losh. 

Spring will arrive at 12:43 p.m. 
March 20. That’s when the sun 
reachesthe vernal equinox, crossing 
the equator on its way north. 

“Since Dec. 21, the sun has been 4 
steadily trekking northward at the 
rateof about 1 degree per day,” said 
Losh. ’ ‘On the day of the equinox, the 
sun will rise and set almost exactly 
at the east and west points of the 
horizon, and it will be said that the 
day and night are of equal length. 

“This is not exactly true, 
however,” she continued. “Although 
they technically are equal, the 
interval between the appearance of 
sunrise and sunset will be about 
eight minutes longer than the time 
from sunset to sunrise, due to the 


refraction (bending) of the sun’s 
rays by the earth’s atmophsere. 

“Equal day and night really come 
about three days before the equinox 
date.” 

In March the zodiacal 
constellation Virgo, the Virgin, is 
prominent. “Virgo is a long 
constellation, made up most of faint 
stars and stretched along the 
ecliptic, roughly outlining a human 
figure,” Losh said. “Its brightest 
star is Spica, easily located by 
continuing the sweep of the Big 
Dipper handle through Arcturus on 
to this star, the only bright one in the 
area 

“Spica is referred to as the ‘Queen 
Star of the Spring,’ ” she added. 
“The name Spica means Ear of 
Wheat, and it marks the sheaf of 
wheat that the Virgin holds in her 
hand Spica has a bluish-white 
appearance, in contrast with the 
orange color of Arcturus.” 

Rising in the northeast is a semi- 
circle of stars. Corona Borealis or 
the Northern Crown. 

“This celestical tiara, shaped like 
a backward ‘C is outlined by seven 
almost equally spaced stars,” Losh 


Bill would put money 
in taxpayers' pockets 


Legislation that will put money 
back into the pockets of a lot of 
Michigan taxpayers needs only the 
Governor’s signature, after recent 
approval by the State Legislature. 

The bill, which had been amended 
and then passed in the House before 
being returned to the Senate, 
provided that contrary to the State 
Treasury Department’s tax form 
instruction Michigan residents will 
not have to include employer-paid 
health, accident and life insurance 
preminums when they determine 
their household income in filing for 
property tax credits. 

The Treasury’s Department’s 
decision to make taxpayers include 
employer-paid insurance premiums, 
if allowed to stand, would have 
resulted in raising the level of 
household income and consequently 
reducing the property tax credits to 
which the person was entitled. 

The bill states that persons filing 
their returns for the 1976 tax year 
will not have to include the monthly 
medicare payments that are 
deducted from senior citizens’ Social 
Security checks or railroad 
retirement benefits, and the first 
$300 in lottery, bingo or other 
gambling winnings when they add 
up their household income. 

Although persons who have not yet 
filed their returns can simply forget 
about those above mentioned items 


when determining their household 
income, help also has been provided 
for taxpayers who already have sent 
in the returns. 

They will be able to recover 
whatever extra money they have 
coming to them by simply filing an 
amended return with the Treasury 
Department and listing the amounts 
that should be excluded from their 
household income. 

When signed into law, the bill will 
provide that taxpayers be 
immediately able to exclude the 
employer-paid insurance 
preminums from the definition of 
household income. And beginning 
with the 1977 tax year, persons 
would be able to deduct 
fromhousehold incomes the 
insurance premiums they pay 
themselves. 

Proponents of the legislation said 
in addition to repealing the Treasury 
Department’s arbitrary decision to 
include the employer-paid 
premiums in household income, the 
bill also guarantees that there will 
be no similar mistakes made on 
future state tax forms. 

Under the provisions of the bill, 
the Treasury Department would 
submit its proposed forms and 
instructions to the Senate Finance 
Committee and the House Taxation 
Committee for review before being 
issued. 
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said. “The brightest is Gemma, the 
Pearl of the Crown, which also is 
called Alphecca, the Bright One of 
the Dish.”

“The longest constellation in^the 
whole sky, Hydra’s extended and 
serpentine figure was regarded by 
the Egyptians as the heavenly 
counterpart of the Nile River,” Losh 
explained. 

She added that Hydra has only one 
bright star, Alphard or Cor Hydrae, 
at the heart of the reptile. Corvus 
contains five stars, three of them 
fairly bright. 

As for planets, Venus still will be 
visible in the southwest as the 
“evening star” at the beginning of 
themonth, but by the end of March it 
will be too close to the sun to be 
easily seen. 

Jupiter also will be found toward 
the southwest after sunset, setting 
about four hours later. Mars will be 
barely visible above the 
southeastern horizon before sunrise, 
and Saturn will be high in the 
southeastern sky at sunset.

N. D. Falcone first BHS band director 


In observance of the 50th 
anniversary of the Belleville High 
SchoolBand a committee backed by 
the Belleville Band Boosters has 
been compiling information on the 
history of the musical group. 
Periodically the Enterprise-Roman 
has been running stories dealing 
with the organizational structure. 

Not only is this story submitted in 
commemoration of the golden year 
celebration but it coincides with 
“Music in Our Schools Week” 
currently in progress. 

Former band director Richard 
Coffelt gathered the information 
used in this history. 

Nicholas D. Falcone was the first 
director of the Belleville High School 
Band. He was bom Sept. 20, 1892 in 
Ro6eto, Italy and at the age of 16 
began the study of music; 
graduating from the Roseto School 
of Music in 1912 as a clarinet 
virtuoso. 

He came to America the same 
year, arriving in Ann Arbor to 
pursue further studies at the Ann 
Arbor School of Music, a private 


institution until it affiliated with 
the University of Michigan in 1929 

Falcone played in several theater 
orchestras in Ann Arbor and also 
directed the Saline City Band while 
organizing and directing school 
bands in Wayne and Belleville. 

He was appointed Director of 
Bands and Instructor of Wind 
Instruments at the University of 
Michigan in June, 1927. By 1934 
deafness from influenza became so 
acute that he had to give up his 
position with U-M. 

From 1936 to 1942 he was 
employed by the Federal Music 
Project during which he made 43 
arrangements for modern 
symphonic bands. 

Nicholas Falcone, who served 
Belleville from 1926 to 1929, is now 84 
and still living in Ann Arbor at 418 
Thompson Street with his wife. 

A former Belleville Band 
member, Jack Budd, is keeping in 
touch with him and has subscribed 
to this newspaper for him so that he 
can keep up with the history of the 
band.

Flu shots available for high riskers 


Van Buren Township residents 
and those of the City of Belleville 
may now go to the Eloise Health 
Center in the Wayne-Westland area 
for free flu shots. 

The fluclinic is aimed at the “high 
risk” population, meaning anyone 55 
years of age or older or anyone over 
six months with a chronic illness. 

Bivalent vaccine also will be 
available to people who are most 
likely to be exposed to high-risk 
individuals. People with fevers or 
having egg, chicken or feather 
allergies will not be vaccinated at 
these clinics a nd should consult their 
doctor. 


Private doctors, nursing homes 
and hospitals will have vaccine 
available for their patients, said 
Douglas Vilnius, health educator for 
the Wayne County Health Center. 

Five deaths in a Florida nursing 
home caused by an outbreak of A- 
Victorian influenza prompted 
federal health officials about two 
weeks ago to lift the influenza ban 
which had been established in late 
December. 

Florida nursing home patients 
who had not received the bivalent 
vaccine had a 41 per cent rate of 


attack compared to a rate of seven 
per cent for those patients who had 
received their flu shot, the health 
educator explained 
Vilnius further pointed out that 
the danger has not really hit this 
area The effectiveness of the 
vaccine has been rated at 83 per 
cent. 

The Eloise Health Center, on 
Merriman Road north of Michigan 
Avenue, will be open for free flu 
shots Monday through Friday 8:30 to 
11 :30a m and from 1 to 4 p m.; and 
also from 4 to 8 p m on Wednesdays. 
The clinic is expected to operate 
through the month of March

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Therapists ask patients: 
'How does garden grow?' 


What could you give to 
emotionally disturbed children, 
inmates or correctional institutions, 
mentally impaired individuals, 
convalescants and the elderly to 
make them more positive about 
their lives? 

Mary Mandeville, a University of 
Michigan therapist, would give them 
a seed, soil, water and 
encouragement. That prescription is 
part of a new and, literally, growing 
field — horticultural therapy. 

Horticultural therapy is the use of 
plants and horticultural techniques 
— ways to grow fruits, vegetables 
and flowers — to treat patients with 
mental or physical disabilities. 

Under a grant from the Harry A. 
and Margaret D. Towsley 
Foundation, Ms. Mandeville is 
heading a horticultural therapy 
service from the U-M Matthaei 
Botanical Gardens to people in 
Wastenaw County. 

So far it includes programs for 
psychiatric patients at Mercywood 
Hospital, special education students 
at Huron High School, children with 
behavior problems at the U-M 


Children’s Psychiatric Hospital, and 
patients at the Sunnyview 
Convalescant Home in Ypsilanti. 
Programs also are under way for 
senior citizens through the Child and 
Family Service of Washtenaw 
Countv. 

Ms. Mandeville, who is president 
of the Michigan chapter of the 
National Council for Therapy and 
Rehabilitation through Horticulture, 
said horticulture therapy is not so 
much a new idea as it is new in its 
scope and degree of application. 

Although for years horticultural 
activities have been included at 
many kinds of institutions, their 
focus has been more on recreation 
than on therapy, 0 she explained. 
“We’ve always considered 
horticulture to be pleasant and 
harmless. Now we are realizing it 
can also be remarkably beneficial.” 

“We’re not trying to plaoe patients 
in jobs, or to make anyone a 
gardener or florist,” she added. 
“What we’re concerned with is 
raising the motivational level of our 
patients, to help them cope with 
their problems.” 


How can horticulture do that? 

“At nursing homes and geriatric 
facilities, horticulture can be the 
focus of a group activity where the 
emphasis is on socializing, ’’ said Ms. 
Mandeville. “The project brings the 
individuals together with a common 
goal. It gets them to interact and it 
breaks down their feelings of 
isolation.’’ 

She added that when inmates of 
correctional institutions are 
provided with their own garden 
plots, they are able to express their 
individuality. “This gives them an 
outlet for both their aggression and 
their creativity. They can 
experience personal investment and 
pride in their work, and enjoy this 
relief from the otherwise drab and 
oppressive prison environment.” 

The simple process of growing 
things seems to appeal to a wide 
variety of people. 

“I’ve seen mental patients who 
hadn’t left their rooms or spoken to 
anyone in weeks respond to 
horticultural therapy,” said Ms. 
Mandeville. "It can help them 
increase their self-esteem by

providing them with a task they can 
do, and do well.” 

Horticulture has the advantage of 
being a living medium that cannot 
be set aside, she noted. 

“It is something that requires 
sustained care and responsibility.” 

“Some patients, especially those 
who are institutionalized and must 
depend heavily on others, benefit 
from the ‘reverse dependency’ of 
horticulture,” she continued. “They 
need to feel that something depends 
on them for life and health.” 
Horticultural therapy can be as 
simple or complex as necessary for 
the patient’s needs and abilities. 

“For children who are easily 
distracted and frequently 
destructive, we might include a 
variety of physical activities that let 
them put their destructive energy to 
constructive use,” Ms. Mandeville 
explained. ‘ They can be encouraged 
to do everthing from playing in the 
dirt to tasting different fruits and 
vegetables. 

“We can also arrange projects 
that can be easily handled by 
patients in wheelchairs or with 
various physical and mental 
handicaps.” 

The therapy also can be used by 
the therapist to observe and 
evaluate the patient’s actions and 
interactions and to identify specific 
problems or frustrations, Ms. 
Mandeville said. 

But what if the plants die? Does 
the therapy then become another 
frustration, another blow to the 
patient’s self-esteem? 

“We can draw lessons for the 
patient out of such an experience,” 
Ms. Mandeville said. “We’d try to 
remind the patient who did 
everything right that that’s just how 
life — you can’t control it no matter 
how hard you try. 

If the patient killed the plant by 
overwatering or fussing with it too 
much, we’d explain that it had too 
much love, that you have to pay 
attention to what’s good for the plant 
and not just what’s good for you.” 

Ms. Mandeville also teaches the 
patients about horticulture itself. 

“They enjoy learning about how 
things grow,” she added. “They 
enjoy knowing the names of the 
plants and their component parts, 
what stage of growth they are in, 
and so on. This provides a bond 
between them and the world around 
them, an understanding of their 
ecological niche.” 

One more aspect of the U-M 
program is training therapists and 
institutional staff members and 
volunteers to use horticultural 
therapy. People with backgrouids in 
occupational therapy, psychology, 
social work, or horticulture can 
easily adopt this specialty, 
Mandeville says. 


Be 'Devil's Advocate' 

about hospital care 



When my husband was a patient in a nearby hospital recently, he 
complained of the way the man in the next bed was being treated. Since 
he was waiting for some test results that could have drastically altered 
his future, and knowing his hatred of hospitals in general, I rationalized 
that he was just looking for something to grumble about . 

I was aware of one fact though. Mr. X never had a visitor — at least not 
for the duration of my husband’s stay. 

One day Mr. X wasn’t served dinner because he was scheduled for X- 
ray the following morning. When I arrived at the hospital the next 
evening my husband’s anger seemed justified Mr. X had not left the 
room all day. That night he again missed dinner for the same reason — 
X-rays were scheduled. Mr. X was 71 years old. 

At another hospital an older patient, sitting in a fetal position in the 
patient’s lounge, asked me to tell the aide he would like to return to his 
room. I conveyed the message. As I was leaving V/z hours later I spotted 
the same patient in the same chair, still in a fetal position and obviously 
still waiting for the aide. This man, I found out, also never had visitors. I 
remembered, then, a conversation I had while my husband was ill. When 
I voiced my worry over patient care, one of our very wise seniors replied:

“He’ll be all right, if you play The Devil’s Advocate’.” 

I am not attacking hospitals. The personnel in most are hard working, 
caring individuals. I am sure most patients receive excellent care, but 
most patients have family members checking on that care. What of our 
seniors who are alone and without family? 

I don’t pretend to have an answer. But I think all of us, when we hear of 
a distant relative, an older neighbor or former co-worker without an 
immediate family being hospitalized, should take the time to visit and 
play “The Devil’s Advocate” Ask “why” and “when” and “is it 
necessary”. It could help a great deal.

What's an emergency? 

Here's how to tell 


There’s a fairly reliable test that can help 
W’estem Wayne County residents decide whether to 
go to a hospital emergency room for medical 
treatment or seek care from their family physician. 

It could save you money. 

“First ask yourself whether the medical problem 
or condition is something that occurred 
unexpectedly, with little or no warning,” advised 
Dr Louis F. Hayes of Blue Cross and Blue Shield of 
Michigan. “Second, do you believe the condition is 
serious enough that you need a physician’s services 
fairly quickly to avoid serious consequences to your 
health? 

“Third, try to decide whether the condition is 
something that in likely to threaten your well- 
being.” 

If you answer these questions affirmatively, then 
you have to view the condition as an emergency If 
any of your answers are negative, on the other 
hand, you should arrange to see your physician in 
his office as soon as possible, but you probably are 
not facing a real medical emergency situation.” 

Dr Hayes added that the illness, however, could 


be “a good deal more emergent”, if it involves a 
child or elderly person. 

On Jan. 1, Blue Cross and Blue Shield redefined 
the types of emergency room medical treatment 
most of its programs cover. 

The Blues continue to reimburse hospitals for 
members treated for accidental injury and for 
illness or conditions that threaten life or bodily 
functions, unless prompt treatment is received.” 

“We redefined what constitutes an emergency 
medical condition,” Dr. Hayes said “Before, 
anybody who felt he had any kind of problem could 
walk into an emergency room and expect the cost of 
treatment to be covered. 

“But to do this is an expensive proposition — for 
the hospital, for the subscriber and for us. 
Emergency rooms are among the most expensive 
arenas in which to seek- non-memergency care.” 

He said the redefinition of emergency medical 
coverage issued in January to exclude routine 
medical care is one means of persuading consumers 
to use their health care dollars wisely — by looking 
on hospital emergency rooms as specialized 
treatment centers, not as simple conveniences.

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Restaurant 

Review

. . . Cantonese Village 


Most people I know (who dote on 
Chinese food) have at one time or 
another dined at Cantonese Village 
in Westland. Many have become 
converts to the Oriental cuisine on 
that very spot including our own 
daughter, Carol, who took the first 
step a few years ago by trying 
eggdrop soup before her hamburger 
deluxe. She later advanced to 
eggroll (taking little tastes of ours 
each time) and recently graduated 
to a complete dinners all her own — 
her favorites being in the sweet-sour 
line. 

It’s fun to dine out with several 
people when you’re going the 
Chinese route since you get to 
sample that many different entrees. 

The very popular ready-planned 
dinners for two to six people are a 
good way for the novice to begin his 
Cantonese trip. Dinner for six, for 
instance, comes with won ton soup, 
egg roll, Chinese tea, almond and 
fortune cookies and SEVEN varied 
entrees — fried shrimp, beef buck 
toy, Cantonese chow mein, sweet- 
sour pork, Chinese barbequed spare 
ribs, Chinese chop suey and roast 
pork fried rice. Be prepared for 
more than enough in which case you 
can request your leftovers be put in 
a little pint or quart container for 
you to take home. 

We always pick at least one dish 


from the meat listing, one from the 
poultry and another from seafood 
for starters. Last week the three of 
us enjoyed adding a newcomer to 
our beef repertoire — Hoe Yow 
Steak. It proved to be delicious! Beef 
tenderloin si iced and quick cooked in 
a tantalizing wine and oyster sauce 
blended with little snow peapods, 
crunchy water chestnuts and 
bamboo shoots and lots and lots of 
mushrooms (we didn’t have to hunt 
for them.) 

We LOVE the sweet-sour chicken 
at the Village but because we were 
trying a different poultry dish, Carol 
opted for the sweet-sour shrimp. It 
came bathed in that special tangy 
sauce with pineapple tidbits, green 
pepper, fresh tomatoes and thin 
strips of carrot with a bit of 
crispness retained. 

Our third choice (we’d already 
sampled won ton soup and eggrolls) 
was, what we later learned, the 
house’s biggest seller. Seems that 
boneless almond chicken is 
everyone’s favorite and it wasn’t 
hard to see why. It was an excellent 
choice to accompany our other two 
sauced entrees since it had an 
entirely different texture and came 
topped with fresh Chinese 
vegetables and crushed almonds. 
The price? It’s right! Ala carte only 


Exhibition honors 
Wallace Mitchell 

One hundred paintings, painting constructions and sculptural forms by the 
late Wallace Mitchell will be exhibited at Cranbrook Academy of Art Museum 
in a new exhibition, “Wallace Mitchell Retrospective’’, now through April 17. 

The museum is located at 500 Lone Pine Road and is open from 1 to 5 p.m. 
Tuesdays through Sundays and closed Mondays and major holidays. 

The exhibition represents work completed in the last 40 years by Mitchell, 
who died at the age of 65 in January. A geometric abstractionist with emphasis 
on color, Mitchell was president of the Cranbrook Academy of Art from 1970 to 
the time of his death. He had been an employee of the academy since 1936 as a 
painting and drawing instructor, registrar and museum director before being 
named president. 

With the exception of a few early representational landscape watercolors, the 
exhibition includes abstractions known for their lyrical color harmonies and 
fine craftsmanship. The most recent work is a 1976 painting construction in reds 
commissioned for the office of the Bloomfield Hills law firm Denison Devine 
Porter and ftartush. 

Two themes have constantly been superimposed in Mitchell’s work: the 
interaction of color and the organization of geometric forms in space. This is 
true of his 1946 through 1952 casein paintings — which exhibit linear, lateral 
and perpendicular hard edge elements — and in the diamond shapes he used 
from 1950 through 60. It also is true of Mitchell’s later experiments with circle 
and square grid drawings on masonite, of his acrylics on plexiglass and of his 
more recent painted sculptural forms on weathered wood. 

About his own work, Mitchell recently said: “My interest is in color and the 
movement of color. I have been intrigued with an extraordinarily rigid form, 
shape or combination thereof and the fact that color mystifies the plot. 

“The excitement for me comes in manipulating the color to achieve an 
intensity of light and movement that suggests the interplay of natural forces 
themselves.” 

Mitchell’s work has been described by others as “mosaics of richly 
satisfactory colors infinitely varied in hue,” and as exhibiting “flickering 
movement,” “rhythmic repetition of color and forms,” “vibrating surfaces” 
and “fugues in color.” 

His work has been exhibited throughout this country and Europe and is in 
such collections as the Detroit Institute of Arts and the Guggenheim Museum in 
New York.

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They could be ineffective 


Are your pesticides stored properly? 


Pesticide purchased last year may 
not be effective this year if they have 
been improperly stored, according 
to Dob Cross, Michigan State 
University entomologist 
Cress noted that commercial 
pesticides purchased by 
homeowners are subject to two 
types of storage problems. Liquids 
become ineffective after freezing, 
and all pesticides can react with 
moisture in the air, which breaks 
down their active ingredients. 

“If liquid pesticides, also called 
emulsifiable concentrates, freeze or 


get extremely cold, they probably 
will become ineffective,” Cress 
said You can tell if an emulsifiable 
concentrate has frozen by holding 
the jug or bottle up to the light and 
looking for alyering or settling. 

“Freezing causes the emulsifying 
agents to separate out of the mixture 
and form layers,” he explained. 
“Once the mixture lias separated, it 
loses its effectiveness and should not 
be used. Be careful not to shake or 
agitate the bottle before checking it 
for layering and settling.” 

Don’t think that, because the 


bottle hasn't broken, its contents 
haven’t frozen Emulsifiable 
concentrates can freeze and expand 
without breaking the bottle. 

Moisture in the air also can render 
a pesticide useless or less effective 
by reacting with its active 
ingredients Before assuming a 
pesticide is good, check caps and 
lids for airtightness Always tighten 
pesticide caps and lids before 
storing. A loose cap can ruin a 
pesticide’s effectiveness. 

“Wettable powders also can be 
damaged by moisture in the air,” 


Cress pointed out. “A wettable 
powder is a dry powder with a 
pesticide adhering to it It also 
contains wetting agents that allow 
the powder to mix with water.” 

Cress pointed out that moisture in 
the air can pass through the paper 
bag and react with the wetting 
agents and pesticides in the wettable 
powder making the chemicals less 
effective. Check the powder for 
lumps — these indicate that 
moisture has gotten in. 

Before storing wettable powders, 
squeeze all the extra air out of the 


bags, wrqp each tightly with twine 
and then wrap each bag in a plastic 
garbage bag and seal it tightly. 
Then store in a cool, dry spot. 

Pesticide dusts are similar to 
powders, but they do not contain 
wetting agents and are intended to 
be applied in a dry form Thesp dusts 
also are subject to moisture 
damage 

Because dusts do not contain 
wetting agents, they do not form 
lumps when exposed to moisture. 
You can usually assume if the 
container isn’t airtight, moisture 
probably will have reacted with the 
pesticide and made it less effective. 
Year-round storage precautions are 
the only sure way to maintain a 
dust’s effectiveness. 

Pesticide granules still are 
another formulation of pesticide. 
These products alsocan be damaged 


by moisture, if not stored in an 
airtight container. 

Because aerosol pesticides are 
under pressure, they are airtight 
and will not be damaged by 
moisture. As a result, aerosol 
products have substantially longer 
shelf lives than the other products, 
unless those products are properly 
stored. 

“Always store any pesticide, in 
any formulation, in the original 
container,” Cress urged “The label 
provides vital information on 
proper use, and the container is 
designed to protect the product 
against damage by light or 
moisture, j Storing in the original 
container also reduces the chances 
of accidental poisoning because 
someone mistook a dangerous 
chemical for a harmless 
substance.” 


Will forced bulbs grow outside? 

Here 's the answer 


Michigan State University 
Extension specialists are 
bombarded with questions, and 
through this article try to answer the 
timely inquiries on houseplants, 
gardening, backyard fruit growing 
and related topics. 

Q: I forced some bulbs into bloom 
indoors this year. Can they be 
planted outdoors in the spring? If so, 
when? 

A: If you have kept the foliage 
growing, you can plant hyacinth, 
crocus, narcissus and other forced 
bulbs outdoors as soon as the 
outdoor temperature is much like 
the climate inside your home. Bulbs 
that have been forced generally 
don’t do well outdoors, however. It’s 
wise not to expect them to come up 
and flower next spring. 


Q: Is it too early to start 
transplants for my vegetable 
garden? 

A: Most transplants should be 
started four to six weeks before you 
intend to plant them outdoors. When 
you should start them indoors 
depends on how early you will be 
able to get into the garden to work it 
and when you can usually set 
transplants outdoors without danger 
or freezing. 

In the East Lansing area, broccoli, 
brussels sprouts, cabbage, 
cauliflower, eggplant, kohlrabi and 
peppers can be started March 10-20; 
from March 20 to April 10, seed 
lettuce and tomatoes. Start onions 
March 15 to April 1. 

Follow these tips 


Residents of southern Michigan 
could perhaps start a little earlier. 
Northern residents would do better 
to count four to six weeks back from 
the usual safe transplanting date to 
find the best indoor seeding time. 


Q: I had my vegetable garden soil 
tested three years ago. Is it time to 
have it done again? 

A: Yes, especially if you have 
added organic matter, fertilizer, 
lime or other materials to the soil. 
Test the soil before adding anything 


to it this year. Then fertilize or lime 
according to the recommendations 
that come with the soil test results. 
Don’t test immediately after adding 
things to the soil and expect the 
newly added materials to show up in 
the test results. Changes in pH and 
soil nutrient levels come about very 
slowly. 


Q: I want to plant some apple 
trees in my backyard. I know I'll 
have to spray them every week or so 
for insects and diseases But should I 
also spray my ornamental 
crabapples? 

A: It would be a good idea. 
Crabapples can act as a source of 
scab infection and fruit insects. Old, 
neglected fruit trees in the 
neighborhood alsocan be a problem, 
but there's not much you can do 
about your neighbor's trees unless 
you’re willing to spray them along 
with yours 


Q: How will our cold temperatures 
affect my peach trees? 

A: The effect depends on the 
location of the trees — the local 
climate — and the temperature. At - 
13 to -16 degrees, the flower buds of 
most peach varieties will be killed 
and the trees will bear no fruit this 
year. At lower temperatures, the 
trees themselves may be killed. You 
can check the flower buds by slitting 
a few with a sharp knife. If the 
inside looks brown or blackish, the 
bud is dead. Trees in low spots 
where cold air tends to collect are 
more likely to suffer cold injury than 
trees on higher ground. 



Get ready for warm weather work 


No matter whether March comes 
in like a lion or a lamb, the fact that 
it’s here means spring can’t be far 
behind. So get ready for warmer 
weather by following these timely 
tips, offered by the Michigan State 
University Extension specialists. 

— A severely frost-heaved lawn 
should be raked to remove twigs, 
leaves, stones, pine cones and other 
objects, and then rolled. To level the 
turf, roll before it is completely 
thawed or before it dries out. Rolling 
after the lawn dries will do little 
good. Rolling w hen it isn’t necessary 
results in undesirable turf 
compaction. 


— In late March or early April, 
dethatch your lawn to remove 
matted grass and other debris. 

— Seed turf areas. Expose the soil 
and loosen the soil surface before 
seeding with a blend of two or three 
improved bluegrass varieties or a 
mixture of one-third red fescue and 
two-thirds bluegrass. Rake the seed 
into the loosened soil and firm the 
soil 

-— Bulbs potted in November can 
be brought out of cold storage now 
for forcing. 

— Pot up tuberous begonias late 
this month Keep amaryllis foliage 
growing tobuild up the bulb for good 


Cold frame, hotbed: 


Seeds' best friends 


When is a eoldframe 
not a eoldframe? When 
it’s a hotbed, of course! 

According to 
Michigan State 
University horti- 
culturists, the main 
difference between 
these miniature 
greenhouses is that 
hotbed is heated, 
usually by electricity; 
and a eoldframe is 
heated by the sun. Both 
types are used to start 
flower and vegetable 
seeds in the early spring 
and to harden off 
transplants before 
planting 

Hotbeds and 
coldframes usually are 
made of w-ood and glass 
and often are set several 
inches below the soil 
surface Less 
permanent structures 
can be made of 
polyethylene stretched 
over a wood or metal 
frame 

A typical eoldframe 
or hotbed is 5 to 6 feet 
wide and 6 to 12 feet 
long. The back wall 
usually is higher than 
the front one so the top 
slopes toward the front 
The walled-in planting 
space is covered by old 
storm windows or 
plastic The top can be 


opened or closed to 
ventilate the structure 
or hold heat and 
moisture. 

Heating the frame 
with electric cables 
makes it possible to 
warm the soil to the 70- 
75 degrees, best for 
germinating most 
garden seeds Heating 
the structure also dries 
out the soil rapidly, they 
noted, so that frequent 
watering is necessary. 

Construct a eoldframe 
or hotbed on a level. 


well drained, sunny spot 
— preferably with a 
southern exposure and 
protection against west 
and north winds. For 
convenience, it also 
should be near a source 

ofwaterand electricity. 

The MSU experts 
recommend watering 
plants in a eoldframe or 
hotbed early in the day. 
If you water late in the 
day, the foliage is slow' 
to dry off, giving plant 
diseases a good chance 
to become established

— Check stored tubers and bulbs 
again and remove diseased, rotted 
or insecti-damaged ones. 

— Remove part of the mulch from 
strawberry plants Be prepared to 
cover themagainincaseof a frost or 
hard freeze 

— Plant pansy and English daisy 
seeds outdoors. 

— Late in March, remove the 
mulch from bulbs and biennials 
planted last fall. 

— Sow seeds of annual flowers 
indoors for transplants to set in the 
garden in May. Flowering tabacco, 
French marigold, sweet alyssum 
and dusty miller usually do well if 
started indoors under fluorescent 
light 

— Start seeds of cold-hardy 
vegetables indoors late this month, 
broccoli, spinach, cauliflower, 
cabbage and Brussels sprouts. 

— Dig and prepare flower beds, 
borders and garden plots as soon as 
you can work the ground. 

— Uncover, prune and fertilize 
established roses in late March Be 


sure to remove all winter-damaged 
canes. 

— Prune the old fruiting cames of 
red raspberries and thin out the 
weaker new canes. Self-supporting 
plants should be pruned to about 4 1 * 
feet. 

— Prune trees and grap vines. Do 
not prune lilacs, forsythia and other 
spwing-flowering ornamentals 
unless they have been winter 
damaged. Pruning now would 
remove the flower buds. 

— Check houseplants and repot 
any that need it. 

— Move or plant ornamental trees 
and shrubs while they still are 
dormant — before the leaves come 
out. 

— Fertilize shrubs and perennials 
as they begin to grow. 

— Make plans now' for new 
gardens and shrub plantings. 

— Arrange to have large trees 
moved while they still are dormant. 
Contact your local nurseryman to do 
this He has the equipment and the 
trained people to do the job 
efficiently

Pershing ends Franklin's 

'year of cage adversities' 


Detroit Pershing ended what Livonia Franklin cage Coach Bob 
Visser called, “a season of adversities.” 

The Detroiters rallied from a 13-9 first period deficit to a 68-54 
victory to eliminate Visser’s Patriots in the semi-final round of 
the Class A district playoffs held at Livonia Churchill. 

Churchill trampled Pershing in the finals to capture the district 
title and headed for Ypsilanti to compete in the regionals. In the 
first round Coach Pat Montagano’s Chargers took on Southfield 
(Tuesday night), and the winner clashes with the survivor of the 
Ypsilanti and Taylor Center game, scheduled for Wednesday. 

The championship at Ypsilanti will be decided on Friday at 7:30 
p.m. 

Franklin had its chances against Pershing but muffed them, 
according to Visser. 

“We didn't score a single basket in the second period and made 
only six of 12 free throws and that hurt us,” the Franklin coach 
said. 

Pershing moved out in front 24-19 at the half and built up a 42-29 
lead after three periods, never looking back after that period The 
Detroiters, with the pressure off of them, made 13 of 14 shots from 
the field in the final eight minutes of the game. 

“It boiled down to tms — their size was just too much for us to 
cope with,” Visser said. “They’d get the second and third shots 
under the boards.” 


Gerald Iverson, Pershing’s 6-5 pivotman, also proved too much 
for the Franklin defense as he tossed in 13 field goals and hit on six 
of nine free throws for a game high 32 points. Teammate Frank 
Huff supported him with 18. 

Franklin’s Dave Smith counted 16 points, slipping in 10-of-ll at 
the free throw line. Also in double figures were John Zannis and 
Jeff Phillips who made 13 and 12 points, respectively. 

“This has been a year of adversities, marred with injuries,” 
said Visser whose team finished with a 7-14 over-all record.

“When it appeared we were ready for a comeback, something 
else would stop us,” Visser added.
